6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00 
to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Fire  Department  Equipment. 

7.  To  see  if  the  TcJwn  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the 
remaining  funds  from  the  Rescue  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  transfer  to 
the  general  funds  of  the  Town. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  with 
the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  in  order  to  cooperatively  construct  a 
year  round  all  weather  road  for  access  of  land  in  the  Blackwater  Reservoir  Area 
to  the  services  of  the  Town  and  to  the  remainder  of  the  Town  in  the  event  of 
flooding  of  the  reservoir;  and  further  authorize  the  selectmen,  in  their 
negotiations,  to  offer  to  contribute,  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  the  Town's  share 
of  its  commitment,  the  sum  of  Sixty-five  thousand  dollars  ($65,000.00)  from 
the  Road  Maintenance  Capital  Reserve  Fund;  the  approval  of  the  Town,  by 
Town  Meeting,  shall  be  required  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  final  agreement. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  Planning  Board  members  as  set  forth 
in  RSA  36:4  as  amended. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  a  vote  of  a  previous  Town  Meeting 
designating  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  supervise  all  Town  cemeteries. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reassess  the  Town,  by  the  Selectmen,  over 
a  period  of  two  years. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
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$5,000.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  first  year  of  reassessment.  (Included  in 
Town  Offices  Expense) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  15c  per  mile  for  the  use  of  private 
vehicles  on  Town  business.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($1,600.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  "Hear"  radio 
system  for  the  rescue  truck.  The  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  be  contributed  from  the 
Salisbury  Rescue  Squad's  funds  and  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.00)  through  the 
City  of  Franklin,  and  further  authorize  the  selectmen  to  execute  such 
documents  as  are  necessary  to  facilitate  obtaining  said  funds.  (Submitted  with- 
out recommendation  of  Budget  Committee) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  the  Center  Road, 
so-called,  from  a  point  256  feet  more  or  less  west  of  the  wall  being  the  boundary 
Une  of  Raymond  and  Raylene  Twombly  and  Gilbert  and  Marcia  Prescott  to  a 
point  1,100  feet  more  or  less  east  of  the  intersection  of  the  Center  Road  and 
Mill  Road,  so-called,  at  Scribner  Corner,  so-called. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  "Lovers  Lane,"  so-called, 
where  said  lane  intersects  with  U.  S.  Route  No.  4,  1,000  feet  more  or  less  west 
of  the  junction  of  State  Route  No.  127  and  U.  S.  Route  No.  4,  to  where  said 
lane  intersects  State  Route  No.  127,  600  feet  more  or  less  south  of  the  junction 
of  State  Route  No.  127  and  U.  S.  Route  No.  4. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  portion  of  Montgomery 
Road,  so-called,  where  it  intersects  with  North  Road,  so-called,  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  wall  of  Mary  Durgin  land.  (From  the  northeast  corner  of  wall  of  Mary 
Durgin  land  to  Franklin  Town  Line  discontinued  in  1948,  page  265.) 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that  portion  of  Old  College 
Road  that  runs  northerly  from  U.  S.  Route  No.  4  to  U.  S.  Route  No.  4  and  hes 
to  the  west  of  said  U.S.  Route  No.  4. 

19.  WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Sahsbury  are  subject  to  periodic  flooding 
from  streams,  rivers,  ponds,  etc.  causing  serious  damages  to  properties  within 
these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  subsidized  flood 
insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require  the  recognition 
and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in  all  official  actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the 
flood  plain  areas  having  special  flood  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land  use  and  control 
measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  R.  S.  A. 
Chapter  31,  36,  156,  and  156A. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Town  Meeting  hereby: 
1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends  to  enact  and 
maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  defmed  flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use 
and  control  measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent  with  the 
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criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program 
Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility,  authority,  and  means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in  delineating  the 
limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood  hazards  on  available  local  maps  of 
sufficient  scale  to  identify  the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may  request  concerning 
present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  floodplain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and  private  firms  which 
undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and  identify  floodplain  areas,  and  cooperate 
with  neighboring  communities  with  respect  to  management  of  adjoining 
floodplains  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's  initial  eligibility  an 
armual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year 
within  the  community  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  floodplain 
management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for  public  inspection  and  to 
furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the 
lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures 
located  in  the  special  flood  hazard  areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on 
one  or  more  sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be 
recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its  powers  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the  program. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following  building  regulation 
pursuant  to  RSA  1 56  as  follows:  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building 
permit  applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial  improvements  to 
determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding. 
If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any  proposed 
new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (including  prefabricated  and 
mobile  homes)  must 

(a)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and  anchored  to  prevent  floatation,  collapse, 
or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure, 

(b)  use  construction  materials  and  utility  equipment  that  are  resistant  to 
flood  damage,  and 

(c)  use  construction  methods  and  practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage. 

2 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
application  for,  to  accept,  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any  and  all 
advances,  grants,  or  other  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming 
from  the  United  States  of  America  or  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any 
Federal  or  State  Agency. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  private  gifts  and  contributions. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
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Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget  appropriations  in  the  amount 
indicated;  and,  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  pro-rate  reductions 
in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action 
hereon:

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Board  of  Selectmen 

Salisbury,  New  Hampshire  : 

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Salisbury  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1975, 
which  was  made  by  Nathan  Wechsler  &  Company  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk  as  part  of  the 
permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds,  and  Salisbury  Free  Library. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1974  and  1975:  (Exhibit  A-1) 
Comparative  balance  sheets,  as  of  December  31,  1974  and  1975,  are 
presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  surplus  of  the  Town 
increased  $12,692.12  from  $21,837.17  to  $34,529.29  in  1975.  The  balance 
sheet  surplus  of  $34,529.29  represents  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total 
current  assets  over  current  liabilities)  on  December  31,  1975. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year 
is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein.  These  are  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1975  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A4),  net 
unexpended  appropriations  of  $9,826.26,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of 
$2,865.86,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $12,692.12. 
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Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-2) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1975,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31 ,  1975,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly,  includ- 
ed such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as 
were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax  Collector's  records. 
Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this  report 
or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  year  1975  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department,  with  20  calls 
answered. 

Four  chimney  fires,  five  mutual  aid  calls  of  which  one  was  a  training  call,  six 
brush  or  grass  fires,  1  dump  fire,  four  car  accidents,  of  which  one  was  training. 

The  department  is  in  the  process  of  hooking  up  an  auxiliary  generator  at  the 
fire  station  for  emergency  power.  The  men  of  the  department  have  also  installed 
a  fire  hydrant  of  the  dry  type  at  the  Junction  of  Rtes.  4  &  127.  The  1950  Ford 
pumper  has  had  some  body  and  radiator  repair  work  which  was  badly  needed. 

The  men  of  the  Fire  Department  also  attended  two  fire  schools  at  Lily  Pond 
in  Laconia,  N.  H.  and  Fitzwilliam,  N.  H.  at  the  Meadow  Wood  Drill  Yard.  The 
fire  chief  attended  a  ten  week  course  on  fire  prevention  and  arson  investigation 
at  the  N.  H.  Vocational  Technical  College  in  Concord. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  in  Salisbury  for  their  constant  awareness 
and  caution  in  the  area  of  fire  and  its  prevention. 

I  would  also  hke  to  ask  all  that  are  interested  in  the  Fire  Department,  to 
please  attend  the  fire  meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  help  with  lunches  at 
special  meetings  of  the  Mutual  Aid  Systems,  held  at  our  station  and  also  for  their 
constant  support  and  help  when  needed.

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POLICE  DEPARTMEIMT  REPORT 

During  the  past  year,  your  Police  Department  has  made  several  improve- 
ments. We  have  coordinated  our  efforts  with  the  other  Town  departments  and 
organizations  under  the  direction  of  the  Civil  Defense,  to  establish  an  Emergency 
Operations  Plan  for  the  Town,  should  a  major  disaster  occur.  We  have  had  an 
officer  attend  a  one  week  training  session  on  Police  Prosecution  at  the  N.  H. 
PoHce  Standards  and  Training  Council  to  improve  our  criminal  conviction  rate. 
We  have,  we  feel,  caused  the  burglary  and  motor  vehicle  accident  rates  to  decHne 
in  SaUsbury  instead  of  rising  as  indicated  in  state  and  national  statistics,  and  have 
already  established  the  basic  format  of  a  federal  crime  reporting  system  which 
the  State  of  N.  H.  will  be  required  to  use  in  the  near  future.  Following  this 
report,  you  will  find  sections  of  that  system  giving  a  statistical  breakdown  of  the 
crimes  and  activities  of  your  Police  Department.  In  our  1975  budget,  you  will 
notice  an  expenditure  of  $660.45  over  the  amount  appropriated.  This  is  due 
solely  to  an  unexpected  bill  for  our  direct  Hne  phone  to  the  Merrimack  County 
Dispatch  Center  in  Concord.  This  system  has  been  in  use  since  November  1, 
1973,  and  we  consider  it  the  backbone  of  the  Department.  During  1975,  the 
Dispatch  Service  received  4,591  radio  transmissions  from  the  officers  of  the 
Department  and  450  telephone  calls  on  our  Police  line,  indicating  an  increase  in 
use  of  approximately  25%  since  1974.  In  addition  to  this,  the  officers  have 
received  411  calls  of  which  a  majority  were  directly  to  the  officers  and  did  not 
go  through  the  Dispatch.  In  the  future  we  request  that  when  you  need 
assistance,  call  the  Dispatch  Service  at  648-2112  to  insure  the  most  efficient 
response  we  can  give  you.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  &  RESCUE  SQUAD  REPORT 

The  Salisbury  Civil  Defense  Rescue  Squad  has  handled  26  emergencies  this 
year,  21  of  which  were  people  moved  to  one  of  the  hospitals  in  the  area. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  been  continuing  its  ongoing  training  program  with 
several  members  attending  area  training  sessions,  three  local  drills  as  well  as  our 
monthly  training  sessions.  Again  this  year  the  Rescue  Squad  is  very  thankful  for 
the  assistance  given  to  us  by  members  and  officers  of  the  Fire  Dept.  and  Police 
Dept.  Only  because  of  fine  cooperation  between  these  departments  were  several 
medical  emergencies  handled  successfully. 

We  would  like  to  single  out  PoHce  Chief  Bob  Bentley  and  Off.  John  Love- 
joy  for  special  thanks  for  their  donations  of  material  and  labor  involved  in  the 
installation  of  our  new  siren  and  light  equipment  for  the  rescue  truck. 

Because  of  the  two  day  seminar  held  last  year  in  Durham,  which  was  attended 
by  Selectman  Ed  Bailey  and  Civil  Defense  Director  Larry  Young,  several 
meetings  were  held  with  town  department  heads  including  Selectmen,  Road 
Agent,  School  Principal,  Health  Dept.,  Pohce  Dept.,  Fire  Dept.,  Rescue  Squad, 
Red  Cross  area  representative,  and  a  representative  from  the  phone  and  light 
companies.  From  these  meetings  a  Town  of  Salisbury  "Emergency  Operations 
Plan"  has  been  printed  and  is  available  to  all  members  of  the  town.  At  this  time 
an  emergency  operations  center  is  being  set  up  at  the  fire  station  and  will  be  our 
base  of  operations  for  all  department  heads  in  a  local  emergency.

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REPORT  of  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  and  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils,  the 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several 
deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town 
or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate 
equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his 
term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  between 
9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  permission  of 
the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden. 
Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service,  assists 
all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training  the  warden  and 
deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  ex- 
cess property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of 
the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program.  Smokey 
Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire  prevention 
programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by 
local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest 
fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program 
within  his  town  or  city.

During  the  year  Peter  Merkes,  and  David  and  Jerilyn  Graves  resigned  and  were 
replaced  by  Wayne  McKinnon  and  Margaret  Boyles,  who  was  elected  chair- 
person. 

Among  the  varied  projects  undertaken  by  the  Commission  during  1975  were 
to  help  clear  the  brush  in  the  cemetery  behind  the  Britton's  home;  have  a  booth 
at  the  Sahsbury  Antique  Fair;  circulate  a  questionaire,  and  also  a  petition, 
concerning  spraying  under  the  power  lines;  prepare  a  warrant  re  the  spraying  for 
the  Town  meeting;  hear  Peter  Allen  of  Wilmot;  and  send  a  representative  to  the 
Annual  Conservation  Commission  meeting  in  Andover.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

At  the  end  of  1975  and  five  years  of  operation,  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  had  become  involved  in  numerous  studies  of 
both  a  local  as  well  as  a  regional  nature. 

On  the  regional  side,  the  Commission  is  currently  involved  in  studies  related 
to  historic  preservation,  land  use,  housing  and  inventorying  the  community 
facihties  that  exist  within  the  region.  Of  a  general  nature  the  Commission 
completed  studies  in  the  areas  of  conservation,  solid  waste  management, 
resources  inventories.  Every  member  community  received  the  following  reports: 
Conservation  Case  Studies,  Municipal  Fiscal  Management,  A  Guide  for  Evaluat- 
ing Development  Proposals.  The  latter  was  presented  to  members  of  the  Planning 
Boards  of  all  member  communities  along  with  two  sets  of  N.  H.  RSA's  relating 
to  planning. 

The  Commission  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  on  the 
development  of  a  master  plan  for  the  town.  The  Commission  is  providing  much 
of  the  technical  data  compilation  and  advice.  The  Planning  Board  members 
deserve  a  good  deal  of  credit  for  their  time  and  determination  in  the  project. 

Member  communities  also  received  a  series  of  1975  aerial  photographs  for  use 
by  local  officials  and  an  opportunity  to  order  enlargements  of  the  same  which 
could  be  used  as  adequate  bases  for  tax  purposes.  The  aerial  photographs  and 
enlargements  were  given  to  member  communities  as  part  of  the  Commission's 
local  assistance  program. 

Other  assistance  provided  dealt  with  aiding  the  Planning  Board  with  technical 
reviews  of  subdivision  plats  and  in  many  cases  with  assistance  in  revising 
subdivision  regulations. 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  support  of  its  member  communities  and 
hopes  for  continual  affiliation  with  each  and  every  member. 
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SALISBURY  PLAIMIMIIMG  BOARD 

In  March  1975  Chairman  WiUiam  Baker  resigned;  Jane  Fenton  was  appointed 
to  fill  his  term. 

During  1975  the  Planning  Board  approved  six  subdivision  applications;  five 
dividing  parcels  into  two  lots,  one  dividing  the  parcel  into  three  lots,  for  a  total 
of  7  new  lots.  The  Board  talked  to  several  landowners  regarding  large 
subdivisions  (5  or  more  lots)  but  have  not  yet  received  formal  applications.  One 
Preliminary  Application  was  received  for  a  large  subdivision,  but  the  land  was 
later  sold  as  one  lot. 

In  August,  the  Board  voted  to  undertake  the  writing  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the 
Town  with  the  aid  of  the  Central  N.  H.  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The 
Board  made  up  a  questionaire  which  was  mailed  to  382  townspeople  —  one  for 
each  resident  over  18.  (The  Regional  Planning  Commission  paid  for  the 
questionaires,  envelopes,  return  envelopes  and  764  stamps.)  108  questionaires 
(28%  of  those  sent  out)  were  returned,  enough  that  they  may  be  considered  a 
representative  sample.  In  addition,  21  residents  turned  in  volunteer  preference 
sheets  for  various  appointive  offices  in  Town.  Residents  from  this  list  have  since 
been  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  on  two  Boards,  and  a  "Citizens  Committee"  has 
been  formed  by  those  indicating  interest,  to  help  the  Planning  Board  write  the 
Master  Plan.

Appreciation  was  expressed  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Congregational  Church  for  the  excellent  dinner  served  the  town  officers. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  polls  remain  open  until  close 
of  business  meeting. 

Consideration  of  Articles  in  Official  Warrant  announced  by  the  Moderator. 
Articles  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  15  &  16  ballot  articles  requiring  no  further  consideration, 
(results  of  voting  on  said  articles  shown  at  end  of  this  report.) 

Articles  2,  7  &  8  —  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  action  on  said 
articles  be  deferred  pending  consideration  of  Article  29. 

Article  9  —  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  notes  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  10  — To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  officers  heretofore 
chosen.  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  reports  as  printed  in  Town 
Report  be  accepted. 

Article  1 1  —  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  to  have  an  audit  made 
by  a  C.P.  A.  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  estimate  of  $1,000.00  to  cover 
same. 

Article  12  —  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  in  affirmative  to  use  $3,500.00  of 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  interest  for  maintenance  in  the  Flood  Control  Basin. 

Article  13  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Fire  Department 
Equipment.  Motion  to  'pass-over'  article  refused.  Motion  made,  seconded  and 
voted  in  affirmative  article  be  accepted  as  read. 

Article  14  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  the  sum  of  $6,041.21  from  the  Fire  Department  Equipment  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  in  order  to  anticipate  the  remaining  notes,  not  yet  due,  which 
were  issued  to  finance  the  purchase  of  the  fire  truck  for  the  Town  in  order  to 
realize  a  savings  in  long  term  interest  and  reduce  the  Town's  indebtedness. 
Moved  and  seconded  article  be  accepted,  as  printed.  After  period  of  discussion 
move  to  vote  on  original  motion  accepted.  Result  of  vote  —  affirmative  and  so 
declared. 

Article  17  -  Re:  authorizing  expenditure  of  $700.00  for  services  of  Merri- 
mack County  Disptach  Service.  (Article  submitted  without  recommendation  by 
Budget  Committee.)  Moved  and  seconded  article  be  accepted.  After  lengthy 
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discussion  vote  on  original  motion  called  for  and  accepted.  Voice  vote  being 
inconclusive  "show-of-hands"  called  for  by  Moderator.  Result  of  vote  - 
affirmative.  Article  accepted  as  read  and  so  declared. 

Article  18  -  Re:  Purchase  of  Police  Cruiser.  (Submitted  v^ithout  recommen- 
dation of  Budget  Committee.)  Moved  and  seconded  article  be  accepted  as  read. 
After  due  discussion  "move  to  question"  accepted  and  vote  on  original  article 
called  for  by  Moderator.
